Guus 
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The Future of China. 


Irish people have been following recent 
events in China with a kind of languid 
interest. They knew vaguely that a 
general named Wu Pei-fu was fighting 
against another, named Chang+Tso-lin, 
but there, in the great majority of, cases, 
their knowledge ended. China is a long 
way from Dublin, and civil strife in that 
country has been so common during 
recent years that people are inclined to 
scoff at the story of a war on a big scale. 
Nevertheless, the conflict which has just 
ended in the complete victory of General 
Wu .Pei-fu cannot be ignored by the 
nat‘ons of Europe. The quarrel between the 
Chihlian and the Fengtien leaders is: of 
long standing. Roughly, Wu. Pei-fu has 
been striving to awaken China from her 
secular sleep, and to set up a -Govern- 
ment in Peking which shall conform 
with modern ideas of democracy. 
Chang Tso-lin, on the other hand, 
has been supporting the old ‘régime. 
Backed by Japanese interests, he has 
been terrorising the people through- 
out, the. country, and trying to keep ‘all 
the power—ahd all the money—in the 
hands of a small, military clique. He 
was a war-lord, pure and simple, and 
when he succeeded in getting the Peking 
Government under his thumb Wu Pei-fu 
decided that the time for action had 
arrived. Although . handicapped by a 
lack of men, as well as. by lack of equip- 
ment, the Chihlian general routed Chang's

*  \|rtish Tourist Traffic. 


Yesterday gave us the first real warmth 
of a tardy spring-time, and set men think- 
ing about holidays and the open air. It 
-brought also to Queenstown, in three 
great steamships, nearly four hundred 
passengers from the United States. Other 
‘vessels, sailing from New York, Boston, 
and Philadelphia, will carry one thousand 
travellers to Ireland during the present 
month. The tourist season’ of 1922 has 
began; the traffic promises to be very 
large; ‘and, if the circumstances are at 
all favourable, this country ought to get 
monly big share of it. English- 
men and Frenchmen, as well as Americans, 
will be curious to study Ireland in the 
first stages of self-government, and to 
visit places that have become prominent 
in the world’s newspapers. In August 
we shall have not only the Dublin Horse 
Show, but the additional attraction of the 
Tailteann Games. One thing, however, 
will be essential to the success of our 
tourist; season—namely, political settle- 
ment and restored conditions of public 
order. If, a couple of months hence, rival 
Trish armies are fighting for the possession 
of Irish towns, or if widespread trouble 
is caused by any attempt to interfere with 
the June elections, our visitors from other 
lands will be few and far between, In a 
letter from Pittsburg, which we published 
last week, Mr. M. J. McMahon told Mr. 
Darrell Figgis that, of a touring party of 
seven hundred Americans, he and his wife 
were the only members’ who had ventured 
to visit Ireland. Mr. Figgis replied that 
Irish unrest was.exaggerated in the foreign 
American and other 
travellers would receive hospijatity d 
courtesy from all. In the main this 
assurance is true; for just now Irishmen 
are directing their violent acts and words 
almost exclusively at fellow-Irishmen. It 
would be absurd to suggest, however, that 
the country is not in a state of grave 
disorder or that. the tourist can get a 
guarantee of immunity from the maniiold 
results of this disorder. Can Mr. Figgis 
gua@ntee, for instance, that in present 
circumstances a visitor's motor car will 
not be “ commandeered,” ‘or that his time- 
table will not be upset by the cutting of 
@ railway line? For ‘the tourist traffic, 
«8s for every national interest, we need 
security and peace.. We shall make a 
prediction with absolute confidence, It is 
that, if free elections result in the creation 
of a strong Irish Government and the 
restoration of law, Ireland will have a 
“bumper” tourist: season; but that, if we 
continue to march towards anarchy, the 
men and money of other countries will 
continue fo shun our shores.

The only effective remedy 
for the present abuses lies in the control 
ef production? on an international scale. 
Sir Malcolm Delevingne, of the British 
Home Office, suggested to the Commission 
at Geneva that all factories should be 
listed, that every factory should be.com- 
pelled to keep a record of production and 
a roll of its customers, and that every 
nation should submit an estimate of its 
requirements for medical and scientific 
purposes, the total amount of which 
would be, by international agreement, the 
total of the world’s output. The Com- 
mission, accepted this scheme by a 
unanimous vote, and recommended it to 
the League of Nations, which will meet 
during the present month. The Home 
Secretary has indicated that the British 
Government ‘is quite ready to introduce 
the necessary legislatioh. 


Heligoland. 


The destruction of Heligoland, which, 
in German possession, became one of the 
most formidable fortresses in the world, is 
nearly complete. The work is being done by 
German labourers and engineers, under the 
direction of officers of the British Navy and 
British civil engineers. The process must 
have a dramatic irony for those who are 
charged with the job. Thirty-two years 
ago Lord Salisbury negotiated with 
Germany for the possession of Zanzibar 
in exchange for this bleak North Sea 
island. In 1890 the German Commission 
took over possession, and from that year 
onwards no time was lost in transforming 
the island into the strongest outpost of 
Germanys naval might, In 1914 the 
stronghold was complete, and filled the 
double role of land defence and naval and 
submarine base. At. the cost of many 
lives and much suffering the gravity of 
Lord Salisbury's error has ben de 
monstrated and the great achievement 
of ambitious militarism has been undone. 
So long as Heligoland remained intact it 
was a constant menace to Great Britain’s 
security.’ Now, however, its naval harbour 
will be replaced by a harmless commercial 
port, and the cries of the seagulls that 
circle above the cliffs will be heard only 
by fisher-folk plying their peaceful trade.

Wireless Telephones. 


The " Marconiphone’’ has emerged from 
the experimental stage as a commercial 
venture which is likely to meet with 
every success. It is a wireless telephone, 
which can. receive messages: from a broad- 
casting station, but is unable to transmit 
messages itself. The apparatus has been 
so much simplified that it can now 
be sold in its most. inexpensive form 
for a sum of about £6. “In: external 
size and shape the instrument very much 
resembles the cabinet of a gramaphone, 
out of the top of which protrudes a valve 
similar to an ordinary electric lamp. The

PREHISTORIC RECORDS. 


MINE OF ARCHAOLOGICAL 
TREASURE. 

Symbols and signs, chiselled, it is believed, 
ages ago, were discovered recently on lava 
rocks in a remote section oí Owyhee County, 
South-western*Idaho. Many of the imscriptions 
bear striking resemblance to Chinese alphabet 
characters of to-day, it was said, although 
archwologists say they may be anywhere from 
400 to 36,000 years old. . 

Discovery of the inscriptions, which are 
to be a mine of archgological treasure, was 
made by Robert Limbert, a Boise taxidermist. 
Their exact location will not be made public 
until. they are examined thoroughly this 
summer by a number of scientists who are 


coming here. | i 

The volcanic rock, on which the inscriptions 
are carved, 1s scattered over a thirty-acre sage- 
brush flat. In the immediate vicinity are 
several large caves, around the entrance of 
which the rocks also were inscribed. It is 
believed these caves never have been explored. 
Possibly, it is said, they contam many relics o 
scientific value. a

Resemblance of many of the inscriptions to 
the characters of the Chinese alphabet was 
taken by some to substantiate the theory that 
the North American natives descended from a 
race which came from Asia by way of Behring 
Straits. : 

Indians now living in Idaho, when questioned 
regarding the carvings, say the more modern 
or pistographie are the work of their fore- 
fathers, but they assert the others to be the

FIRM HAND IN INDIA, 
LAWLESSNESS NOT TO BE 


TOLERATED. 


LAHORE, Sunday. 

The Punjab Government has issued a lengthy 
communique dealing with the recent arrests of 
certain Akali Sikhs, which have been adversely 
criticised in the Press and from the platform. 

The communiqué gives the details of the Sikh 
agitation since February, which, it states, was 
carried out with the definite object of destroy- 
ing the present Government, and was organised 
by men who openly declared their intention of 
establishing their own Government. 

' This lawlessness had led to a general sense 
of insecurity and an inerease of crimes of a 
graver nature, which had necessitated the mov- 
ing about of troops to reinforce the civil police. 
About a thousand persons had been arrested, 
most of them ordinary criminals who had joined 
the religious movement for political purposes. 
‘The action of the Government, had been 
highly effective. The Akali Sikhs were now less 
truculent, and armed bands were rarely en- 
countered. Although disquieting symptoms still 
existed, the Government ho that lawless- 
ness, which could only end in disaster, would 
not, be revived; but, if this expectation was vot 
fulfilled, the Government was determined to 
take all steps to maintain law and order, and 
to protect peaceful subjects from violence and 
intimidation.—-( Reuter.) 


SALUTARY ACTION.

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MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING. 
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WAY TO PEACE IN INDIA, 


BOMBAY, Sunday. 
_ Bombay Provincial Liberal. Conference held 
its first session here yesterday afternoon, the 
attendance comprising all leading moderates in 
the Presidency. 

Sir Srinivasa Sastri, who presided, urgently 
appealed for mutual understanding between 
English and Indians. Referring to non-co- 
operation, he acknowledged the work that this 
movement had achieved socially, but said that, 
on the other hand, the movement had wrought 
grave evils, such as spreading a spirit of re- 
volution and. undermining the foundations of 
law and order, which had resulted in the de- 
struction of life and property. 

Dealing. with the present situation in India, 
he said that he had never known such - 
found distrust of the Government and stich a 
lack of faith in the Government's sincerity as 
prevailed at the present time. What people 
wanted was a p that the Government really 
intended to use the reforms for the benefit of 
the people. The block on the road to peace 
could only be removed by setting at liberty the 
thousands of youths who had committed techni- 
cal offences. 

With reference to the Constitutional changes, 
Sir Srinivasa expressed the opinion that it 
was at the present moment inopportune to 
ask the Imperial Government for full provin- 
cial autonomy. He suggésted that a deputa- 
tion of Indian legislators, to be elected at the 
next elections, should draw up a scheme for 
submission to Parliament. 

To-day a resolution was passed declaring 
staunch adherence to Constitutional means, but 
urging the Secretary of Siate for India to 
accelerate the pace towards the attainment of 
complete self-government, with immediate 
steps for the introduction of full responsible 
government in the provinces. 

The conference also accorded its full support 
to the resolutions passed in the Legislative As- 
sembly regarding equal status for Indians and 
Europeans in the East and in South Africa. 

It demanded the reduction of India’s enor- 
mous military exvenditure, and supported the 
demand of the Indian Moslems for a revision of 
the Sevres Treaty.—(Reuter.)

RALEIGH WORKS EXTENDED. 


An extension to the Raleigh Cycle Works at 
Lenton, Nottingham, has just been completed. 
Lord Birkenhead, who was to have performed 
the opening ceremony, was unable to fulfil the 
appointment. In his absence, the Secretary of 
Mines (Mr. W. C. Bridgeman) opened the ex- 
tension. 

Mr. Bridgeman referred to the growth of the 
plant as a wonderful performance. He was told 
that there were signs of revival on all hands, 
and he hoped that it was true. The heart of 
the country had been shown to be sound all 
through these troublous times, and as time 
went on they saw that it was the men of en- 
durance, of moderate opinions and of goodwill 
who were coming into their own, and were prov- 
ing onee more that they were able to meet 
difficulties whether in war or peace. 

Sir Harold Bowden said that the total floor 
space of the factories amounted to 11 acres. 
The cost, when all the machinery was in, would 
come to about £250,000.

RARE FINDS IN STRANGE 
PLACES. 


“Art Collecting for Pleasure and Profit ” 
was ‘the subject of a lecture which was de- 
livered to the students of Trinity College, im 
the Debating Hall, Graduates’ Memorial, on 
Saturday eyening, by Mr. E. Page Gaston, 
F.R.G.8., of the Museum Galleries, London. 

Major. Sir Robert Tate, K.B.E., F., T.C.D., 
who presided, said that this was the first of 
a series of lectures which it was arranged 
should be delivered on Saturday evenings to 
the students, in order to afford them instruc- 


-tion and pleasure within the College without 


having to go out into the city to amuse them- 
selves. ! 

Mr. Page Gaston, in the course of his lecture, 
proved that he is an accomplished art critic 
and connoisseur. At the outset of his address 
he advised amateur collectors to be advised by 
honest and competent art dealers in making 
purchases works of art; and he” gave 
examples of pictures having been picked up 
eine for a few shillings, which sold after- 
wards for as many thousands of pounds. Good 
pictures were alweys a first-class investment. 
At Christie’s, London, last week, said the 
lecturer, Raeburn's portrait of Sir Walter Scott 
brought just thirty times the price at which 
it was sold by the Raeburn family. The 
lecturer showed on the screen some famous 
examples of the work of Sir Joshua Reynolds 
Gainsborough, Turper, Hopner, Romney, Mor- 
land, Meissonier, Hals, Wheatley, Rubcus, and 
other great masters. i 

In a Birmingham slum, stopping up a broken 
window, a discriminating and keen-eyed 
collector found the original painting of Nell 
Gwynne, by Sir Pieter Lely, and in a second- 
hand shop in Paris a collector found a picture 
of Raphael’s—“ La Disputa del Sacramento — 
and purchased it for a few pence. He would 
have paid twenty thousand times as much for 
it... A doctor in Liverpool picked up at a 
country sale for 3s. what proved to be a unique 
example of Greek sculpture. He solid it for 
2,000 guineas to an American museum. In the 
National Gallery. in Dublin, he said, there were 
some rare and valuable art treasures. At the 
present time, London and Dublin were the only 
cities in the world that were producing works 
of art that were worth attention.

ACCOMMODATION FOR PATIENTS 


The Registrar of Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital 
copy of a letter 
which was sent to the Lord Mayor of Dublin :— 
Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital, Dublin, 
Sth May, 1902. 

My Loxp Mayor,—! observe in the report of 
the proceedings of the Municipal Council on 
Monday last that a complaint wae made against 
this Hospital for having refused admission to a 
case on the 29th April. As the matter has been 
referred to the Finance Committee to hold an 
inquiry, it is unnecessary for me to trouble you 
with the details; but, as considerable publicity 
has been given to the complaint, I wine like to 
say on behalf of the Hospital that the whole 
matter has been fully inquired into by the 
Governors, and they desire me to express their 
regret that the Hospital is unable, by reason of 
its limited space, to accommodate all the 
patients who are anxious to avail themeelves of 
the treatment it offers. The staff are, therefore, 
compelled to refuse admission to further patients 
when all the available beds are occupied. 

The Governors also regret the trouble and in- 

convenience which these people have been put 
to; but it will be shown that, though the 
husband and friends of the patient were in- 
formed on two occasions earlier in the day that 
there was no vacant bed in the Hospital, yet 
the patient was brought to the Hospital in the 
ambulance at 7 p.m. that evening without 
notice, 
I would ask you and the other members of 
the Corporation who have supported this old 
Dublin Hospital so generously for many past 
years to refrain from coming to any adverse 
decision until the inquiry which the newspapers 
reported is held. )

MR. MACQUISTEN’S LAMENT. 


Mr. F. A. MacQuisten, M.P., replying for the 
House of Commons at the official dimver of the 
Distillers Company, Ltd., held at Edinburgh, 
said that he was profoundly disappointed that 
the services of the distilling industry during 
the late war had not been recognised by a 
reduction of the spirit duty in the Budget. 

It was no exaggeration to say that but for 
the munitions supplied by the distillers the 
war would have n lost. (Applause.) The 
Prime Minister had said, early in the war, 
that the country had a far more dangerous 
enemy than the Prussians. They had the drink 
trade. He would like him to have the choice 
of a glass of good whiskey or a Prussian 
RE, in the back, and see which he would 
like. In view of the high rate of the epirit 
duty they could not expect anything else than 
the reduction of £7,500; in the revenue from 
whiskey. He had calculated that 20,000,000 
bottles of whiskey had not been consumed last 
year that ought to have been. It seemed to 
him very hard that the poor working man 
should be. denied his dram after a hard day’s 
work. It was enough to make any man a 
Bolshevik. 


A DOOR OF HOPE.

REOPENING OF PRISON GATE 
MISSION. 


The Archbishop of Dublin, presiding at a 
special meeting which was held on Thursday 
last in connection with the re-opening of the 
Prison Gate. Mission, under the new name of 
the “Bethany Home,’ expressed the hope that 
the people of Dublin would support this vitally 
good work, which was a very real door of hope 
to those who had fallen, and for whom that 
home was specially intended. 

Mrs. Kirkwood, hon. secretary, said that it 
was only a little over a year ago that the 
Dublin Prison Gate Mission and the Dublin 
Midnight Mission decided, owing to lack of 
funds, to close their doors. In order to pre- 
vent such a deplorable state of things the 
trustees of the two missions decided to transfer 
their several properties and rights to new 
trustees, who were prepared to re-organise and 
consolidate the work in Dublin for all creeds 
and classes. As both missions were heavily in 
debt it was decided to sell the premises of the 
Dublin Midnight Mission in Marlborough 
etreet and concentrate on the premises of the 
Dublin Prison Gate Mission, 23 Blackhall place. 
With the sale of the premises in Marlborough 
street the debits of both missions were virtually 
wiped out, but a further debt of £1,000 had 
heen incurred in putting the premises at 23 
Blackha]! place in perfect working order. The 
main building facing Blackhall piace would 
accommodate 25 girls. The centre building 
had been set apart for such cases as were 
formerly dealt with by the Dublin Midnight 
Mission, and would hold from 20 to 25 girls, 
while the building known as the Crawford 
Memorial would be specially used for maternity 
cases. 

On the motion of the Rev. William Baillie, 
seconded by Captain R. Wallis, a resolution was 
passed calling on the Christian public to sup- | 
port the Home. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral. pre- 
' meeting at night, and re- 
ferred to the great effort that had been made 
te re-establish the Home. 

The Revs. T. C. Hammond and R. K. Hanna 
commended the work of the Home to the 
Christian people of Dublin. 


“ AN UNHAPPY THEME.”’ 


Sir Robert Horne, Chancellor of the Fx- 
ohequer, speaking at the annual demonstration 
of the Primrose League in London, alluded to 
the criticism that it was time to return to party 
principles in the interests of the country. He 
said that there were times when even the best 
principles were not applicable, and, in. his view, 
these were not applicable at the present junc- 
ture. As to the industrial situation, we were, 
he thought, steadily approaching a condition in 
which employers and employed were doing more 
and more to reconcile their respective interests. 
Ireland, he admitted, was an unhappy theme. 

There were scarcely any features of consola- 
tion in the situation, except, perhaps, this— 
that it must have been demonstrated to the 
world by. this time that the unrest and dis- 
quiet in Ireland did not only arise from mis- 
rule by England.

HEROES’ BODIES SENT 
HOME. 


—— 


For the second time since the end of the 
Great Wer a special steamer has arrived at 
the pert of Dublin with the remains, which 
have been disinterred from the battlefields, of 
Irish-American soldiers who lost their lives 
while serving with the United States forces. 
The steamer Millwater, of Ipswich, arrived 
on Sunday afternoon at City quay, on the South 
aide of the Liffey. In the holds lie the 
coffined remains of sixty Irish-American sol- 
diers, whose former homes are situated in 
various parts of Ireland. The United States 
Government is responsible for the trans- 
ference of the remains from the battlefield 
burial grounds of France and Flanders to the 
rt of Dublin, and today the caskets will 
b forwarded to different parts oí Ireland for 
re-interment. 
A number of relatives of the deceased 
soldiers travelled to Dublin on Saturday, and 
will to-day take charge of the remains. United 
States officers accompanied the Millwater from 
Antwerp. It is eneseteed that this morning 
the task of removing the sixty coffins will be 
commenced. The caskets will be sent to the 
various railway stations, and placed in special 
vans for despatch to various parte of Munster, 
Connaught, Ulster, and Leinster.
